Hi Amir! So, you're 
defending your WBA 
light-welterweight 
title against European 
champion Paul McCloskey 
in Manchester on Saturday. 
Will it be hard fighting in the 
UK after your successes in 
America? Not really. I've got 
a great relationship with the 
UK fans. I'm making less 
money by fighting here than 
in America but I don't want to 
be greedy. I want to keep the 
fans happy who've been with 
me from the start. 
McCloskey isn't a household 
name. What do you expect 
from him? You can't take any 
unbeaten fighter easily. He's 
a southpaw, too, so that'll 
be a test for me. 
How do you feel after that 
bruising bout with Marcos 
Maidana? A lot of people say 
the last fight against Marcos 
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Maidana took a lot out of me but 
I don't think so. I think that fight 
has given me more confidence, 
if anything. I know I can take big 
shots from a guy who's one of 
the best in the division. 
Your initial purse offer was 
rejected by McCloskey. Was 
it hard making this fight? The 
negotiations were a little bit 
frustrating. I said to my team to 
just get the fight on. I would have 
fought Timothy Bradley now, 
but he wants to fight in the 
summer so we'll do that instead.

You said you "over-trained" 
for the last fight. How did that 
happen? I was training for 
a week in LA, then flew out to 
the Philippines.

I was 
dropping sparring partners, 
which is very hard to do. I felt 
as sharp as I should have been 
when I was fighting. In the 
changing room before the 
fight, I felt very heavy and the 
sharpness just wasn't there. 
There'll be a lot of Irish fans 
behind McCloskey in the 
arena. Does that matter? 
You can tell he's hungry and 
these Irish fighters are very 
tough - they want to get in 
there and have a tear-up. 
I don't really want another 
fight like the last one because 
it's not good for you to have too 
many of those, but this could 
be one of those fights. 
What's next if you win? What's 
driving me and keeping me 
going is looking at the bigger 
picture. I want to win this fight 
in a good style, then take on 
Timothy Bradley, and maybe 
then move up a weight. 
Thanks, Amir, Finally, the last 
fight in Manchester was Haye 
vs Harrison. This'll be better 
than that, won't it? This'll 
be 20 million times more 
exciting than that fight!

1. Pick the 
right game 



A good thing about online poker 
that can also make it profitable 
for smarter players is that you 
get to choose your opponents. 
On PKR there are always plenty 
of small-stakes cash tables 
running, so you can pick which 
table you fancy playing at. 

Don't just load up any random 
game instantly. Trust us, go to 
the PKR lobby, and scope out the 
"Average Pot Size" statistic.

If you hit that flop (for example, 
you raise with A-K and the flop 
is K-2-8) then bet on the flop, the 
turn and the river (the fifth face-up 
card). It's likely you'll have the best 
hand and will get called by worse 
Kings, Eights or other pairs.
